Claims 3, 4 and 1 1 have been canceled. 

In claim 1 , line 5, after "opening,", " the container further comprising" has been 
deleted and replaced therein a locking mechanism located between the stationary 
cover and the movable lid for releasably securing the movable lid in the closed position 
onto the stationary cover, the locking mechanism comprising a protrusion of the 
stationary cover which engages against a corresponding protrusion of the movable lid, 
and a push-button, ; and 

in line 8, after "seal", the punctuation "." has been deleted and replaced 
therein ,said gasket seal being a preformed element fitted into a groove of the 
stationary cover. --. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 , 2, 
5-10 and 12-15 are allowed because the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest 
a container for wetted wipes comprising a container body, a stationary cover having at 
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least one dispending opening, a removable lid attached to the stationary cover, a 
locking mechanism having a protrusion of the stationary cover which engages a 
corresponding protrusion of the movable lid and a push button, a gas-proof means 
having a gasket seal, said gasket seal being a preformed element fitted into a groove of 

the stationary cover.
